For nearly four years past Mr. Wm. 


R. Hackenburg, of this city, one of the 
most prominent Hebrews of this coun- 
try, has been Mgaged in tbe prepara- 
tion of a statistical record of Jews and 
Judaism in the United States. This 
work, which i* intended to form a per- 
manent record of American Israelites, 
is approaching completion, and will 
shortly be in the printer's hands. 
Not 


one of the least of the discoveries 
made is that there is not believed to be 
a paiper Jew in the United States.— 
Every Hebrew who is able to work 
finds something for his or her hands to 
do, while the sick and infirm are abun- 
dantly cared for by the local societies. 
A Jew is never permitted to se«k assis- 
tance in sickness from any denomina- 
tion or charity outside of his own faith. 


It is calculated that there are now 


fully a quarter of » million Jews scat- 
tered over the United States. Tbey 
have fourteen public institutions under 
their exclusive control, although some 
of these are not sectarian in their ben- 
efits. There are fifteen newspapers and 
magazines devoted to the cause of Ju- 
daism and published and edited by the 
Jews. They.have four Jewish orders, 
all secret societies, having for their ob- 
ject the advancement of Judaism, the 
mutual assistance of their members and 
general charitable objects. The value 
of property of all kinds owned by con- 
gregations is valued at upwards of $5,- 
000,000. The oldest synagogue in the 
country is that at Shearitb Israel, of 
New York, which was established prior 
to 1C84.

It will connect with 
the water works, the dillerent hose hous- 
es, the post office, the hotels, the printing 
offices, police headquarters, the mills, the 
high school building, business houses, and 
in time it will be introduced into many 
private residences. All the wires will 
connect with the exchange which will be 
located in the W. U. telegraph office, in 
post office block, and will be in charge of 
an intelligent operator, who will be on 
duty at all hours, night and day.
